Superintending School Committer 


Your Committee comparing the condition of our schools with that 
of former years, finds no-cause for discouragement. The ability 
and efficiency of the teachers have been, fully maintained, and the 
general character of the schools has been steadily improving. I do 
not propose, in the brief limits of this report, to discuss the individ- 
ual character of either the schools or the teachers. Suffice it to say 
it is not only, the privilege, but the duty of every intelligent parent 
or citizen to visit our schools and their teachers, and see for them- 
selves what they are. How many fathers and mothers in town have 
never seen a school in session since the last day of their own, pupil- 
age? The individual who has never visited a school, should be the 
last to find fault with it... If you would judge correctly go and see 
and hear for yourselves. It is no easy matter to govern a school of 
forty or fifty scholars of all ages and all varieties of disposition, and 
mete out exact justice to all. Does ‘any one dispute it, let him try 
it himself. Let the schools which are of the first importance claim a 
share of your attention, and you will do your part towards hastening 
the time when ‘‘ knowledge shall cover the earth as the waters cover 
the sea.” 

The whole number of scholars in town attending school is one hun- 
dred and eighty three. The amount of money required to be raised 
by law is $516,00. Raised in addition $500,00. Received from 
Literary Fund $28,50, making $1044,50, or about $5,70 to each 
scholar. 
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DISTRICT NO. 1. 


This district embraces three schools, viz: the Primary, Grammar 
and High School. Totalnumber of pupils, one hundred and forty 
siz. Length of schools the past year, thirty-three weeks, divided in- 
to three terms,—one term of eleven weeks, one of twelve weeks- 
and one of ten weeks. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The High School has been under the instruction of Miss ANnre L. 
Lane. Whole number of scholars thirty six. Average attendance 
through the year twenty-nine. Wages of teacher a month including ' 
board $36,00. The Register gives the names of Nellie Clark, Phenie 
Dow, Annie Dow, Ella Chapman, Susie Chapman, Laura Quinn and 
George Hardy as ranking first in scholarship and deportment. 

Miss Katie’ Kelly was not tardy for the year, nor absent except 
four days on account of the death of a sister. 

The Text books used are Hillard’s Fifth and Sixth Readers, Pro- 
gressive Speller, Brown’s Grammar, Kerl’s Grammar, Warren’s Ge- 
ography, Greenleaf’s ‘‘ Mental,” ‘‘Common School” and ‘*‘ Nation- 
al” Arithmetics—Greenleaf’s Algebra, -Gray’s Botany, Quacken- 
bos’ U. S. History. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL, 


The Grammar School was taught during the year by Miss Mattie 
W. Harzy. Whole number of pupils forty four. Average attend, 
ance through the year thirty one. Wages of teacher per month in-. 
cluding board $28,00. No member of this school succeeded in get- 
ting through the year without being absent or tardy. The text books 
used are Hillard’s Fourth and Fifth Readers—Progressive Speller— 
Greenleaf’s ‘‘Common School” ‘‘ Elementary” and ‘‘ Mental” 
Arithmetics, Colton and Fitch’s Geographies and Kerl’s Grammar. 


PRIMARY SCHOOL. 


The Primary school has been under the instruction of Miss ABBre 
L. Cuapman. Whole number of scholars fitty-six. Average attend- 
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ance during the year thirty-nine. Wages of teacher per month in- 
cluding board $20,00. The text books used are Hillards’ First, 
Second, Third, and Fourth Readers—Greenleaf’s Primary and Mental 
Arithmetics, and Colton & Fitch’s Primary Geography. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


This District has but one school. The whole number of scholars 
is thirty-seven. Length of school the past year, twenty-four weeks, 
divided into two terms of twelve weeks each. 


SUMMER TERM. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Susan A. GarLanp. Whole 
number of scholars twenty seven. Average attendance twenty.— 
Wages of teacher per month including board $22,00. The Register 
gives the names of Rosa Murinda Morse—Elhzabeth A. Morse—No- 
vella E. Morse, Mary A. Morse and Emma Fogg as being neither 
absent nor tardy during the term. 


WINTER TERM. 


The Winter term was taught by Miss Emma Harriman. Whole 
number of scholars thirty-seven. Average attendance twenty-eight. 
Wages of teacher per month including board twenty-four dollars.— 
The list of text books used in this school are Hillard’s Series of 
Readers, Greenleaf’s ‘* Common School” ‘‘ Intellectual” and ‘‘Pri- 
mary” Arithmetics—Colburn’s Mental Arithmetic—Colton and 
Fitch’s Geography and Kerls’ Grammar. 

The average attendance of scholars has been better the past year, 
and parents have the power to make it perfect, if they would; but 
without their co-operation, no effort can posssibly prove successful.— 
Punctuality is beginning to be duly appreciated by some of the older 
scholars, and the number of those who are seldom tardy is increasing. 
But there is still much room for improvement, and may we not hope 
that parents will induce their children to make the best use of their 
school-hours, and thus improve and develop their minds, and build 
up good characters, full of that knowledge and self-reliance, which 
is so essential an element to our success in life? The true object of 
our schools is not to finish the education, but to lay the fouhdation of 
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future progress, the superstructure of which will require a life-time 
to complete. It should be the object of the teacher to inspire in his 
pupils a thirst for knowledge, a love for study, a spirit for self-reli- 
ance, anda zeal and energy of purpose, which needs an obstacle 
only to conquer it; in short, to thoroughly and properly educate the 
moral and intellectual faculties. Let parents do their duty towards 
our schools; let them visit the schools, and thus encourage both the 
teacher and the scholars; let them see that their children attend reg- 
ularly and punctually, and that they are orderly and studious, and 
many of the present causes of complaint will be removed, and the 
prosperity of our schools correspondingly enhanced. 

In closing this report I would call your attention to the importance 
of establishing a Town Library, not only for the benefit of our schoo] 
children, but for those of more mature years. It is now nearly two 
years since our Public Library was destroyed by fire, and as yet there 
has been no effort to collect another. The loss was a serious one, 
but it ought not to be irreparable in a community like this. There are 
many volumes no doubt scattered in the village that belonged to the 
old library, which might be gathered and deposited in a new collec- 
tion. The establishment of a good Public Library by the town-would 
announce in language too plain to be misunderstood, that the ad- 
vancement of the citizens in general intelligence and refined cultiva- 
tion is hereafter to keep pace with its material growth and prosperity. 
From books thus gathered by public munificence, the youth of the 
town may obtain that knowledge which fills and strengthens the mind 
and elevates and adorns the whole character. By a judicious course 
of reading they may learn to separate what is worthy of attainment 
in life, from what is low and capable of affording no real happiness.— 
Here they may become self-taught, learn to grapple intelligently with 
the great questions of the day, and prepare themselves for honor and 
usefulness among their fellow men. A well selected library will form 
and educate a taste for intellectual culture, which will at no distant 
day change the entire face of society in this community, and give the 
town that position, which general intelligence, refinement, and the 
possession of fine scholars so justly confers,
